MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  the  annual 
report  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district. 

Dr.  C.  Rainsford  retired  on  September  22nd  1969  after  14  years  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
recording  the  appreciation  that  is  felt  in  Braintree  for  his  services 
towards  the  improved  health  of  the  community. 

I wish  to  thank  Dr.  J.  A.  Slattery,  Area  Medical  Officer,  Mid-Essex, 
for  providing  statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Essex  County 
Council  clinics  in  the  area. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  is 
23,380  which  is  an  increase  of  430  over  1968. 

Britain  is  one  of  the  world’s  most  densely  populated  countries  and, 
writing  this  report  in  Conservation  Year,  it  is  a fitting  time  to  consider 
Braintree’s  increasing  population  in  the  perspective  of  the  total  world 
situation.  The  world  population  was  about  % billion  in  AJD.l,  it 
became  1 billion  in  1830,  2 billion  in  1930,  3 billion  in  1964  and  by 
1980  it  will  probably  be  4 billion. 

In  previous  centuries  it  was  patriotic  to  rear  large  families  of 
crusaders  or  ploughmen  for  the  nation.  Today  in  crowded  Britain  the 
recommended  average  family  size  is  2.2  children  to  maintain  the 
population  at  a satisfactory  level,  able  to  live  in  an  environment 
compatible  with  mental  and  physical  health. 

There  were  508  live  births  recorded  in  Braintree  in  1969  and  the 
corrected  birth  rate  of  2 1 .5  is  well  above  the  national  figure  of  16.3. 

There  were  305  deaths  giving  a corrected  death  rate  of  10.3 
compared  with  the  national  average  of  1 1 .9. 

Infant  deaths  numbered  5 and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  10.0 
which  compares  well  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.0. 

Causes  of  the  infant  deaths  were  cerebral  haemorrhage  1 , 
prematurity  3,  hydrops  foetalis  1 . 

There  were  19  deaths  from  lung  cancer. 

Cigarette  smoking  is  the  most  important  preventable  menace  to 
health  in  Britain  today  and  contributes  not  only  to  lung  cancer  and 
coronary  thrombosis  but  cancer  of  the  mouth  Idlls  three  times  more 
smokers  than  non-smokers,  cancer  of  the  throat  and  larynx  nine  times 
more  smokers  than  non-smokers  and  chronic  bronchitis  twelve  times 
more  and  emphysema  fifteen  times  more  smokers  than  non-smokers. 
Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

Scarlet  fever  was  the  most  frequently  notified  infectious  disease  in 
1969  and  there  were  13  cases.  Only  8 cases  of  measles  were  notified  in 
the  year  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  measles  vaccination  will  soon 
eradicate  this  disease  which  can  have  serious  complications  such  as  lung 
and  ear  infections. 
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Increasing  air  travel  to  distant  parts  of  the  world  is  likely  to 
introduce  here  in  future  more  foreign  types  of  communicable  disease. 
Persons  travelling  abroad  should  make  enquiries  well  in  advance  of  their 
journey  concerning  the  international  requirements  for  vaccination.  This 
information  is  normally  obtainable  from  the  Embassies  or  Missions  of 
the  countries  concerned.  In  addition  there  are  some  precautions  that 
are  advisable,  although  not  a requirement  of  a particular  country,  and 
these  include  vaccination  against  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  and 
also  poliomyelitis.  Too  often  travellers  do  not  allow  themselves 
sufficient  time  for  the  number  of  vaccinations  that  are  necessary. 

Environmental  Hygiene 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  given  a detailed  account  of 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  respect  of  environmental 
hygiene. 

With  regard  to  your  public  water  supply,  during  the  course  of  my 
physical  examination  of  many  Braintree  residents  this  year  I have  been 
interested  to  see  their  healthy  teeth  due  to  the  high  level  of  natural 
fluoride  in  the  water. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  referred  to  the  credit  that 
must  be  given  to  the  refuse  collection  crews  who  kept  up  the  service 
through  all  weathers,  and  to  his  hopes  that  the  refuse  tip  will  last  for  4 
years.  If  the  Council  is  interested  in  a modern  hygienic  system  of 
mechanical  refuse  disposal  for  the  future  it  is  not  now  too  soon  to  be 
making  plans  if  the  plant  is  to  operate  in  4 years  time. 

Your  Sewage  Works  now  serve  adequately  the  needs  of  the  district 
but  the  very  high  birth  rate  in  Braintree  recorded  in  this  report  is  a 
pointer  to  future  needs. 

Staff  Medical  Examinations 

Staff  medical  examinations  continue  to  be  carried  out  for  Braintree 
and  Booking  Urban  District  Council  relating  to  the  Superannuation  Act 
1937  and  other  matters. 

Rehousing  on  Medical  Grounds 

Home  visits  throughout  the  area  have  continued  to  be  made  by 
your  Medical  Officer  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  the  degree  of  priority 
in  each  case. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bayley  and  his  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  to  thank  my  fellow  officers  in  other 
Departments  for  their  support. 

I am  very  grateful  to  Miss  Anness  my  secretary  for  her  constant 
help  and  kindness.  Her  special  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  has  greatly  helped  me  during  my  first  year  in 
Braintree.

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  the  year  1969. 

As  one  would  expect  the  format  of  the  report  and  the  record  of 
work  accomplished  is  similar  to  that  of  recent  years.  However,  the  year 
1969  did  mark  one  or  two  occasions  which  ought  not  to  pass  without 
mention.  The  retirement  of  Dr.  Rainsford  in  September  at  the  end  of 
fourteen  years  service  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  one  such 
occasion.  I was  associated  with  Dr.  Rainsford  during  the  time  he  served 
in  Braintree  and  I look  back  on  the  period  with  pleasure  and 
satisfaction. 

The  first  of  April,  1969,  marked  the  transfer  of  the  Council’s  water 
undertaking  to  the  Colchester  Water  Board  so  ending  an  era.  Although 
not  directly  concerned  in  the  mechanics  of  the  district  water  supply  the 
department  was  deeply  involved  in  the  purity  and  wholesomeness  of 
the  supply,  and  still  is,  but  our  involvement  will  be  less  evident  in  the 
future. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969,  which  amongst  other  things  makes  further 
provisions  for  improvement  grants  and  amends  the  law  relating  to  rents 
payable  for  certain  dwellings  in  good  repair  came  into  operation  late  in 
August.  After  some  early  confusion  due  to  the  commencing  date 
arriving  before  copies  of  the  Act  were  to  hand  things  are  now  working 
smoothly  and  the  facilities  available  under  the  Act  are  in  demand 
locally  which  is  very  encouraging. 

1 wish  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  interest  and  support  and  to 
acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  of  my  staff  and  fellow  officers.

It  is  understood  that  all  the  water  was  chlorinated  before  passing  into  the 
mains  and  none  is  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action,  the  supply  from  Codham 
being  subjected  to  aeration,  filtration  and  softening  to  ensure  a water  of  an 
acceptable  quality.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  has  a reaction  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals.  The  hardness  of  the  water  is 
very  moderate;  its  somewhat  high  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  is 
substantially  normal  for  this  source  and  is  not  considered  excessive.  It  conforms 
to  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

These  results  indicate  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes,  from  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis.  Its  content  of  fluorine  is 
higher  than  is  considered  most  desirable  (from  the  aspect  of  causing  mottled 
enamel).

1 am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer  for  the  above 
figures. 

It  is  estimated  that  23,260  persons  who  occupy  8,168  houses  are  served  by 
public  mains.  Of  these  5 houses  with  an  estimated  population  of  15  are  served  by 
5 standpipes  situated  in  the  open. 

There  are  40  houses  with  private  supplies,  35  of  which  are  piped  inside. 

The  water  undertaking  was  incorporated  in  the  Colchester  and  District  Water 
Board  with  effect  from  the  1st  April,  and  their  Engineer  has  supplied  the 
following  information: 
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The  total  of  water  supplied  in  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  area  for  the  year 
commencing  1st  April,  1969,  was  2,733,486,000  gallons  of  which  913,747,000 
gallons  were  supplied  through  meters,  the  quantity  available  safely  exceeding  the 
consumption.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Nine  samples  of  the  final  effluent  of  Braintree  Sewage  Works  were  taken  by 
the  inspectors  of  the  Essex  River  Authority. 

Two  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  one  of  unsatisfactory  suspended  solids  and 
six  as  unsatisfactory. 

In  addition  a further  six  samples  were  taken  at  varying  stages  to  show  the 
degree  of  purification. 

At  Booking  Works  five  samples  were  taken,  four  of  which  were  reported  as 
satisfactory,  the  other  being  of  unsatisfactory  suspended  solids. 

Due  to  a low  rate  of  dUution  the  standard  set  by  the  River  Authority  is  high 
and  the  works  need  added  capacity  to  maintain  such  a standard. 

The  works  are  reasonably  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district  but  to  allow 
for  natural  population  increase  and  to  give  added  capacity  the  Braintree  works  are 
to  be  extended. 

There  are  seventy  houses  not  draining  to  the  sewer  where  none  is  available  and 
1 8 houses  sharing  9 W.C’s. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Throughout  the  year  a weekly  collection  was  maintained  and  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  three  crews  who  kept  the  service  up  to  date  through  all  weathers. 

There  was  again  a number  of  breakdowns  which  were  dealt  with,  in  most 
cases,  in  a day  or  two  and  the  spare  vehicle  covered  most  of  these  periods.  The 
most  important  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  breakdowns  is  that  regular  maintenance 
of  the  vehicles  is  essential,  and  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  there  is  a need  to 
tighten  up  on  this  service.  A new  fore  and  aft  tipper  was  put  into  service  on  the 
1st  July  and  the  other  one  used  as  spare.  The  spare  vehicle  is  also  used  for 
collecting  trade  refuse  and  other  items  not  suitable  for  collection  on  the  rounds 
thus  effecting  some  economies. 

The  new  vehicle  is  fitted  with  lifting  gear  for  emptying  bulk  containers  of  114 
cu.  yd.  capacity  which  are  used  where  possible  at  premises  with  a considerable 
amount  of  refuse.  Many  teething  troubles  and  resistance  were  met  but  this  service 
generally  settled  down  well  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  35  containers  were  in  use 
and  20  more  on  order  to  fulfil  requests  for  this  type  of  collection.  There  appears 
to  be  a reasonable  demand  for  these  containers,  their  use  is  more  hygienic  and 
reduces  the  amount  of  actual  lifting  by  the  men. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  periods  when  special  collections  of  bulky 
articles  were  made.  Calls  were  made  at  677  houses  and  many  unwanted  articles 
which  otherwise  might  have  found  their  way  into  ditches  or  on  to  waste  ground 
were  disposed  of  satisfactorily.  This  work  was  carried  out  by  our  own  men  and 
lorries. 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Staits  Mill,  a new  tipping  area 
being  started  in  September.  The  new  area  is  over  twice  the  size  of  the  previous  tip 
and,  it  is  hoped,  will  last  for  up  to  four  years.  There  is  a considerable  amount  of 
earth  to  be  moved  and  delivery  was  taken  in  November  of  a four  wheel  drive 
shovel  with  a much  larger  bucket  capacity  which  will  more  readily  cope  with  this 
work  and  replaced  the  tracked  vehicle  which  was  in  need  of  considerable  repair. 
The  Braintree  Rural  District  Council  used  the  tip  throughout  the  year  but  their 
negotiations  proceeded  and  in  February  1970  they  commenced  using  their  own 
tip  at  Shalford. 

Throughout  the  year  steady  progress  was  made  and  the  service  was  running 
satisfactorily.

HOUSING 

Ninety-four  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  1969  and  a further 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  privately. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses 

A closing  order  was  made  on  one  house.  Three  houses  subjects  of  closing 
orders  were  made  fit  and  the  orders  determined.  Four  houses  subjects  of 
demolition  orders  were  demolished. 

Re-Housing 

One  family  was  re-housed  from  a house  subject  to  a closing  order. 

Repair  of  Houses 

Sixteen  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  formal  and  informal  action  under 
the  Housing  Act  and  Public  Health  Act. 

Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  there  were  forty-seven  applications  for  improvement  grants 
and  one  re-application  for  change  of  owner  where  a grant  had  previously  been 
approved  and  not  taken  up.  Sixteen  Discretionary  Grants  for  improving  houses  and 
thirty-one  Standard  Grants  were  made  in  three  cases  the  maxima  being  extended 
to  allow  for  building  a bathroom. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969,  which  came  into  operation  in  August  raised  the  limits 
for  grants  to  be  made,  allowed  certain  repairs  in  conjunction  with  improvements 
to  rank  for  grant,  and  removed  the  restriction  of  repaying  of  grant.  In  five  cases 
the  grant  made  included  allowable  repairs.  In  addition  the  control  of  rents  was 
linked  with  improving  houses.  By  the  end  of  the  year  six  applications  for 
qualification  certificates  had  been  received  but  it  is  anticipated  that  many  more 
owners  will  take  advantage  of  this  to  improve  their  property  and  increase  their 
rents. 
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The  Council  approved  a total  of  £9816  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  a 
maximum  of  £3728  for  Standard  Grants.  This  amounted  to  an  annual  charge  on 
the  rates  of  £495  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  a maximum  of  £188  for  Standard 
Grants. 


OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT 

Steady  progress  continued  and  220  visits  were  made  to  various  premises,  over 
half  being  general  inspections.  Most  of  the  contraventions  found  were  of  a minor 
nature  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  any  of  these 
instances. 

No  applications  for  exemptions  were  received  and  four  accidents  were 
notified,  which  being  only  slight  were  not  investigated. 

When  the  Act  came  into  being  the  Council  decided  to  appoint  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  as  inspector  in  accordance  with  Section  52(1).  The  bulk  of 
initial  inspections  was  carried  out  by  public  health  inspectors  with  some  help 
from  technical  assistants.  Subsequently  the  routine  inspection  has  been  carried 
out  by  a public  health  inspector  in  conjunction  with  his  other  duties.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD

Sampling  of  Food  and  Dri^s 

The  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  relating  to  the  sampling  of 
food  and  drugs  are  administered  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the 
Essex  County  Council.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  that  department  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  report:  — 

During  the  year  1,625  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken  throughout  the 
area  administered  by  the  County  Council.  Of  these  849  were  samples  of  milk  of 
which  848  were  tested  in  the  department’s  laboratory. 

Of  the  762  samples  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst,  22  were  the  subject  of  adverse 
reports.  Proceedings  were  instituted  in  six  instances.
